Our  ups-tairs 
fiicience  and  mathematics  program  is  being  taught  by  capable 
Mr.  Winston  Emery.  He  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire,  taught  previously  in  Gorham  and  has  valuable 
practical  experience.  Mr.  Robinson,  a  native  of  Maine  is  teach- 
ing in  Grades*  4-6  and  also  does  some  coaching.  Mrs.  Esther 
Bean  is  teaching  our  primary  unit  and  is  doing  her  usual  ex- 
cellent work. 

Our  new  French  program  is  being  taught  evenings  by  Mir. 
Jose  Luzay.  This  program  and  teacher  has  strengthened  our 
curriculum.  Mrs.  Jean  Bean  is  teaching  music  and  Mirs.  Dorothy 
Donovan  is  our  School  nurse.

Budget 

Your  School  Board  is  recommending  a  budget  of  $43,116.27 
for  1968-69.  This  amount  represents  an  increase  of  $2,296.18 
over  the  present  budget.  Increased  salaries  and  the  addition  of  a 
French  teacher  account  for  most  of  the  budget  increase. 

Although  not  shown  at  this  time  on  our  budget  receipts  for 
1968-69,  we  do  anticipate  a  balance  in  our  tuition  accounts.
